That's a more complicated question than it seems, if you think about it too 
much. 


But I think the simple and conventional answer is that a turn goes through 
both holes. Because some folks say you can have half turns with binocular 
cores. A half turn being one that only goes through one hole. 


It's interesting (but maybe not all that useful) to note that the flux from 
each ‘half turn' only exists in that half of the core--in contrast to 
toroids.

I am always somewhat confused when I am told that someone cannot learn the 
code. It is probably due to one of two things, attitude or method. 


If I have an attitude that I cannot do something then I am definitely right. 
Certainly someone with an ability to grasp complex concepts such as your sk 
friend below had done, can certainly grasp 45 (or so) discrete sounds that 
make up morse code. He managed to talk and listen to a greater variety of 
sounds with you right ? 


I think most of the methods of learning morse code are wrong-headed as well, 
because they tend to teach counting the elements that make up the letters. 
Counting elements will work at 5 wpm, so I am convinced anyone can learn at 
that speed. Conversational morse code however is definitely *notx* dits, dahs, 
and spaces. It is 45 different sounds, and studies have indicated that 
starting below 22-25 wpm will reinforce the two dits and dah sounds xinstead* 
of the 45 sounds that the letters, numbers, and punctuation make. If you 
sense a conflict between these two concepts, you are on the road to 
understanding how learning at a slow speed and building up to a higher speed 
actually takes longer than just starting at high speed. 


Finally any CW debate based on "it's too hard to learn" is specious IMHO, 
because, afterall, there is a medical waiver for those truly having an issue 
with learning that wasn't because of attitude issues. 


BTW; I do teach morse code, and I do see everyday how even people at middle 
age can grasp it, and learn it.
